Purchase of a new garage and 
office building in Washington 
Park at a cost of $150,000 was 
completed by the Metro-East 
Sanitary District in a meeting 
at East St. Louis Thursday. 

The district’s purchase of the 
building at 6200 Forest Blvd., 
will result in a loss of almost 
$4,000 in back taxes to St. Clair 
County.

property.

Particularly, the industry 
sought an early answer to the 
“301 case" filed in 1976 against 
a bilateral Japan-European 
Community agreement which 
divertéd an increased flow of 
steel into U.S. markets. 

In a statement at the hearing 
chaired by Rep. Charles A. 
Vanik (D-Ohio), Armco Steel 
Corporation Chairman William 
Verity asked the subcommittee 
to propose appointment of a 
task force to recommend to the 
President ‘‘those actions which 
should be taken to preserve the 
economic health of the domestic 
steel industry.” 

The task force could be 
composed of members of 
Congress, ‘the inter-agency 

group and 

‘ians as well as 

representatives of steel labor 

and management, the industry 
spokesman said. 

Also recommended was a 
reconvening of the sub- 
committee hearing in .early 
January 1978 “to review what 
actions the Administration has 
taken, and what additional 
action may be needed or con- 
templated.” 

Verity sharply criticized 


current government attitude 
regarding steel import com- 
petition, and added, ‘Obviously 
we have not communicated 
very. well.”” 

He noted that actions such as 
announcements of layoffs and 
shutdowns, as'well as ‘‘the sad 
news of bankruptcy of an old 
and honored competitor” 
seemed -to be creating better 
understanding of _ steel’s 
problems. 

“There may well be more 
such announcements in the 
foreseeable future,” he com- 
mented, “since we may be past 
the point of salvation for some 
steel producers.”” 

Verity disputed allegations 
that the domestic industry's 
import problems were at- 
tributable to poor management 
or lack of investment in modern 
technology, adding, ‘‘Our 
facilities are the most modern 
in the world except for the 
recent Japanese tidewater 
plants, which incidentally were 
financed by their government's 
guarantees.” 

He said that “in every 
single instance’ where 
foreign steel producers have 


stepped up imports into the

Prices regulate volume of steel exports 


(Tenth of a series) 

The rapid growth of Japanese 
steel production is partly at- 
tributable to exports. 

For the 20-year period of 1957- 
76, total Japanese production 
grew at an average rate of 6.7 
million tons a year. Of this, 4.1 
million tons represented growth 
in domestic consumption. 

The other 2.6 million tons — or 
almost 40 per cent of the total 
growth — were contributed by 
exports. 

It is clear that the Japanese 
export strategy has been an 
important squrce of production 


growth, and thus of Japan’s 
ability to continue to bring on 
new, efficient capacity. 

In fact, during the most 
recent 10 years (1967-1976), the 
growth of Japanese con- 
sumption appears to have 
slowed down considerably, 
while the growth rate for ex- 
ports has accelerated. 

Japanese exports contributed 
40 per cent to total growth 
during the 1957-1976 period, and 
66 per cent of the growth during 
the last decade. While the 1967- 
76 trend is not necessarily 
representative of Japan’s long-

By MARY RICHARDS 
Illinois Department 
of Public Health 
Radioactivity. To many, just 
the word conjures up visions of 
mushroom clouds, disfiguring 


-burns and genetic defects in 


future generations. . 

How can you escape exposure 
to radiation? The fact is — you 
can’t. We are all exposed to it 
every day. 

The sun, of course, is a source 
of radiation. But so is nearly 
everything you come in contact 


. with, including this sheet of 


paper. The-earth itself emits 
radiation — and so do people. 

You receive some radiaition 
from the house you live in. And 
if it’s made of brick . the 
radiation level is slightly higher 
than that emitted from a frame 
dwelling 

Also, women are more 
radioactive than are men. 

So, we all live with small 
amounts of radiation from a 
variety of sources. Obviously, 
some of these sources cannot be 
controlled — but some of them 
can, such as radiation from x- 
ray equipment, from nuclear 
power plants. and other man- 
made sources of radiation. 

Since ho one has been able to 
define just how much radiation 
is ‘too much,” it is important

cessive doses of radiation. 

For example, health 
physicists from the Division of 
Radiological Health regularly 
check dentists’ x-ray equip- 
ment, as well as x-ray equip- 
ment in hospitals and other 
medical facilities. 

They do this to make certain 
that, when you have a tooth x- 
rayed, you are not receiving 
more radiation than is ab- 
solutely necessary. 

Radiation experts from the 
Division of Nuclear Safety 
monitor the amounts of 
radioactive materials that get 
into the air, water and ground 
near nuclear power plants. 

Although it has never hap- 
pened in Illinois, if any of these 
nuclear plants should begin to 
emit large amounts of 
radiation, it would be closed 
down until the problem is 
corrected. 

The state health’s depart- 
ment’s health physicists also 
regulate shipments _ of 
radioactive materials on Illinois 
highways

Said another way, it is 
necessary to “fine-tune” supply 
and demand, keeping them as 
closely in balance as possible. 

In Japan, the balance on the 
supply side is accomplished 
through ‘‘administrative 
guidance” @ process of 
negotiation between govern- 
ment planners and major steel 
companies. 

One analyst has charac- 
terized this process as ‘‘perhaps 
the most durable and visible 
dimension of government 
planners reach a consensus 
about how much capacity will 
be added, who will add it, and 
when it will be added.

ween the U.S. and Japanese 
political and economic systems. 

From the perspective of trade 
policy, this practice is also 
inconsistent with the premise of 
competitive economic theory — 
that supply is controlled by 
independent producers 
responding individually to 
market forces. 

The demand side of the 
Japanese supply-demand 
balancing act is managed by 
extremely aggressive counter- 
cyclical export programs. 

Each downturn in domestic 
demand is accompanied by a 
sharp surge in steel export 
activity. 

Conversely, when domestic 
demand improves, the volume 
of exports changes in the op- 
posite direction. 

One of the more elusive issues 
which emerges from Japanese 
export data is the question of 
exactly how the Japanese are 
able to sharply increase their 
exports during each domestic 
downturn. 

While the evidence is 
fragmented, it seems clear that 
the Japanese have used export 
prices as a principal means for 
Fegulating export volume. « 

When additional exports are 
needed; export prices are cut; 
when steel is in short supply, 
export prices are raised. 

It is also clear that the 
Japanese are quite willing, 
when export volume is needed, 
to price exports below average 
production costs. 

These conclusions emerge 
graphically from data on the 
relationship between the price 
of steel exported from Japan to 
the U.S., and average Japanese 
production costs during the 
1974-1976 period. 

This period is an appropriate 
one to consider because it 
represents both extremes of the 
cycle, involves a substantial 
increase in exports to the U.S., 
and is covered by more reliable 
data than has been available for 
earlier years. With respect to 
the price data in particular, the 
U.S. Census Department began 
in 1974 to collect for the first 
time data on actual transaction 
prices of steel. imports from 
Japan and delivered in the U.S. 

Previously, only the “Custom 
Import Value’ was recorded 
which typically was 5-10 per 
cent higher than the actual 
transaction price. 

In addition, Japanese cost 
data have recently become 
public which provide a more 
accurate and reliable un- 
derstanding of Japanese costs 
than has been available-jn the 
‘past. | 

Of particular interest, are 
costs series for the top ‘three 
producers published by the 
Industrial Bank of Japan, and a 
recent analysis of Japanese 
costs released by Schneider. 

Both of these sources confirm 
an independent analysis based 
on Japanese steel company 
annual reports. 

Each source of cost data 
produces. a similar. result — 
between $209 and $221 per net 
ton. , 

Using published increases in 


labor costs and material inputs, 
Schneider extrapolates the 1974 
cost to 1975 and the first half of 
1976. 

The resulting average costs 
per ton are $246 and $254. 

The $217 per ton estimate for 
1974 is supported by three 
separate Japanese sources, and 
it is known that significant 
inflation occurred between 1974 
and 1975. 

At the same time, operating 

rates declined, thereby in- 
‘creasing the average fixed-cost 
burden per. ton. Schneider's 
analysis, which implies a total 
increase of 11.8 per cent bet- 
ween 1974 and 1976, “seems 
extremely plausible. 
: Prices have been’ calculated 
in a way which enables direct 
comparison with the cost 
estimates.

total Japanese shipments, both 
domestic and export. 

In effect, this methodology 
yields the average revenue per 
ton that Japanese producers 
would earn if they sold their 
total production at the price of 
export shipments to the U.S. 

Other analysés, based on 
average prices weighted by 
actual export. tonnage, can be 
misleading because the 
Japanese typically export a 
more expensive product mix to 
the U.S. than their total 
production (upon which costs 
are based). 

The Japanese were obtaining 
substantial price premiums — 
representing $100 or more 
above average production casts 
— during the late 1974 and early 
1975 period. 

In early 1975, prices began to 
decline rapidly as demand fell 
off,.and as the effect of com- 
mitments made at the peak of 
the shortage began to run out. 

In the meanwhile, costs 
continued to increase and 
domestic demand in Japan 
became increasingly weak. 

By August-September 1975, 
export prices to the U.S. were 
equal to average production 
costs, and in the ensuing months 
they dropped well below 
average production costs as the 
Japanese struggled desperately 
to boost exports and maintain 
their operating rate. 

During the first six calendar 
months of 1976, Japanese ex- 
ports to the U.S. sold at barely 
$210 per ton — or $35-45 less than 
average production costs. 

In fact, if one wants to argue 
with the 1976 cost estimate, it is 
worth. noting that 1976 ship- 
ments to the U.S. were actually 
going out at prices below 1974 
production costs'— a value 
which has been verified by 
three independent sources, and 
to which ‘significant increases 
must have been added in the 
following two years,

Married women, single men 
workers increasing rapidly 


Single men and married 
women posted steep labor force 
gains during the year ending 
March 1977, a new U.S 
Department of Labor—Bureau 
of Labor Statistics report 
showed today. Virtually all of 
the increases were in em- 
ployment. 

Nearly three-quarters of a 
million more single (never- 
married) men were in the 
March-1977 labor force than a 
year earlier. Though smaller, 
the rise among single women 
was a substantial 390,000. 

These labor force increases 
reflect the long-term growth in 
the number of single persons 20 
to 30 years old, due primarily to 
the aging of the enormous 
number of children born in the 
late 1940s and the 1950s. 

Labor force participation 
rates are comparatively high 
for single men and women in the 
20-to-30 age grpup. 

In addition, many of these 
persons. are  ~marrying 
somewhat later than has been 
the case in recent decades, thus 
contributing to the rise in the 
number of independent, one- 
person households. 

The rise in the number of 
working wives with husbands 
present (about 825,000) was one 
of the largest over-the-year 
increases on record, as their 
labor force participation rate 
advanced to 46.6 per cent. 

In March 1977, almost half of 
the wives in the labor force had 
no children under 18 years old. 
And for the first time in several 
years, their labor force par- 
ticipation rate edged up, 
reaching 44.9 per cent. 

The participation rates for 
wives with children under age 
18 rose sharply over the year— 
from 53.7 to 55.6 per cent for 
wives with school age children 
and from 37.4 per cent to 39.3 
per cent for wives with children 
under age six. 

Other highlights of the 
marital and family charac- 
teristics of workers in March 
1977 are: 

= Nearly two-thirds of the 
15.5 million mothers in the labor 
force were employed full time. 


Of the mothers in the labor 
force, over one-fifth were 
divorced, separated, widowed 
or never-married (single) 

More than three-fourths of all 
divorced mothers and over half 
of the separated mothers were 
in the labor force. The par- 
ticipation rate for single 
mothers (42.7 per cent) was 
high considering that  three- 
fourths of them had children 
under six. 

— The number of children 
under age: 18 in families with 
mothers working or looking for 
work continued to rise, reaching 
a record 28.9 million in March 
1977, More than a fifth (13.6 
million) of all children were in 
families in which the father was 
either absent, unemployed or 
not in the labor force. 


Multi-earner families 
accounted for about 57.3 per 
cent of the 47.5 million husband- 
wife families. In the majority of 
these families (84 per cent) both 
the husband and wife were 
earners. 

— Only 27.7 per cent of the 7.7 
million families headed by 
women had more than one 
earner in 1976, and 26.8 per cent 
had no earners. As might be 
expected, multi-earner families 
had higher average income 
($12,400) than the one-earner 
families ($7,500). 

These findings are from the 
annual survey of marital and 
family characteristics of 
workers in the population 16 
years old and over. The survey 
was conducted for the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics by the Bureau 
of the Census.

to criminal penalties; the same 
tactic used by foreign producers 
is hailed by the U.S. govern:

commented. 

The Armco chairman said 
the industry ‘is deeply con- 
cerned” by our government's 
unwillingness” to carry out 
provisions of the 1974 Trade 
Act, which mandate that the 
President must take all 
feasible and appropriate 
steps to eliminate acts or 
policies which | burden 
domestic commerce. 

He’ cited “the cartel-like 
agreement” between Japan 
and the European Economic 
Community which diverted 
1.5 million metric tons of 
Japanese steel for Europe to 
the United States last year. 
Verity said the government’s 

disregard for international 
safeguards has created a policy 
vacuum ‘which foreign 
producers have been only too 
willing to fill.”’ 

He asked the'subcommittee to 
press for greater attention’ ta 
steel in current negotiations on 
the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT) 

“We suggest, Mr. Chairman, 
that the President should in- 
struct the special trade 
representative to inform our 
trading partners, that 
limitations on steel imports into 
this country will be initiated 
immediately unless they agree 
to steel sector discussions in the 
GATT or OECD," the industry 
spokesman said. 

“It is our thought that these 
limitations would be main- 
tained until negotiations on non- 
traiff barriers to steel trade are 
successfully concluded.” 

Short-term solutions to steel 
problems will include con. 
tinuing action by the industry to 
halt unfair trade practices of 
dumping and countervailing 
duty suits, Verity said. Among 
actions Congress might con- 
sider, he said, are 

—Insistence on retaining 
quotas to limit the amount of 
stainJess steel which can enter 
this country. ‘Since they 
(quotas) are only now begin. 
ning to become effective, we 
urge that this subcommittee 
insist that these restraints by 
maintained at this time.’ 

—Support for a House 
resolution by Rep. Carl Perkins 
(D-Ky.) calling for orderly 
trade in iron and steel products, 
as well as a House resolution by 
Rep. Gary Myers (R-Pa.) which 
stipulates that the President 
may not reduce or terminate 
import relief if Congress 
disapproves. ‘This would be 
very helpful in the specialty 
steel situation,” Verity com- 
mented 

—Consideration of an 
“unemployment adjustment 
surcharge’ on steel imports 
above a certain Jevel to com- 
pensate for the cost of unem- 
ployment benefits incurred as a 
result 
caused by excessive’ imports.

—Closer review of. tax 
proposals which adversely 
affect ‘the level of capital for- 
mation necessary to create jobs 
in thé private sector.

The letter said: 

“At ‘the regular monthly 
meeting of Granite City Police 
Local 1347, a unanimous vote of 
members present instructed me 
as union secretary to inform 
‘you of the concern of the recent 
loss of a position in our 
department, namely one of the 
metermen. 

“It is our understanding that 
with the promotion of 
Patrolman Joseph Kastelic to 
the rank of sergeant, that Chief 
Veizer has decided not to ap- 
point another man to Sgt. 
*Kastelic’s job as a motorman in 
the downtown aréa. With this 
elimination; it will leave only 
one man to work and maintain 
the meters, and perform. the 
other duties. 

“We, the members of Granite 
City Police Department, feel 
that the two motormen positions 
need to be retained for several 
reasons, and that they do in fact 
perform a very important job 
fot the city of Granite City 
Aside from bringing in revenue 
from parking meter citations, 
(which: will drop from loss of 
manpower) the two motormen 
perform more important taks, 
these being transporting large 
sums of money, escorting bank 
personnel to and from their 
banks, daily check of bank 
alarms, and handling calls of all 
natures in the immediate 
downtown area. 

“One of the most important 
jobs done by these men are 
‘Crime Deterence’, and there is 
no way of determining the ef- 
fectiveness of these two armed 
motormen just by their constant 
presence in the business area, 
of how many times in the past 27 
years rnen and women have not 
executed their criminal at- 
tempts. 

“Another aspect of these two 
motormen is police community 
relations. These two men are 
highly thought of and ap- 
preciated by the business 
people in the area, and we are 
sure these same people would 
resent the elimination of their 
jobs 

“As you know mayor, morale 
of a police department is an 
important factor of police ef- 
ficiency. A variety of different 
assignments in a_ police 
department will in turn set 
goals for individual patrolman, 
helping to keep the morale at its 
maximum, During the past four 
years, this department has lost 
a number of jobs, being two 
motorcycle men from the 
Traffic Division, and two canine 
handlers, amounting to four 
assignments for men of the 
Patrol Division. 

“As conditions are now, job 
opportunities are limited for 
men on the street. A patrolman 
now only has the opportunity of 
being assigned to detective, 
Officer Friendly, or two motor. 
jobs, and these jobs are limited 
due to the minimum amount of 
men in their divisions. There 
are now only seven patrolmen 
out of 32 who work in special 
assignments. 

“We feel doing away with 
another special assignment for 
a patrolman has caused 
justifiable concern with the 
union body of Local 1347 and has 
indeed lowered incentive and 
morale. 

“Mayor Schuler, we as a 
union are in no way attempting 
to discredit Chief Veizer, as we 
have the utmost respect for the 
chief, and we afe sure he has 
given this matter serious 
consideration. We only ask that 
our statements and reasons for 
retaining two motormen, and 
one abandoned car man be 
heavily considered, and 
hopefully a decision is made in 
favor of appointing a patrolman 
to replace Sgt. Kastelic as a 
motorman, and retain the few 
special assignments that now 
exist in Granite City Police 
Department.

dump’ role for Illinois 


Illinois Attorney General 

William J, Scott continued last 
week to try to prevent Illinois 
from becoming the ‘nuclear 
dumping ground for «the 
nation.”’ 
“ Scott announced the filing of 
two actions involving a high- 
level nuclear waste disposal site 
near Morris, Il. 

He asked the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission to 
‘suspend all current shipments 
of additional nuclear waste to 
the facility pending a thorough 
safety and environmental 
review, and also intervened in 
An on-going proposal to expand 
the storage of the facility. 

“'To have a high-level nuclear 
waste disposal site located in 
such cldse proximity to heavily 
populated areas—and on one of 
the most important waterways 
in Illinois—without ever having 
had a thorough and independent 
environmental review is just 
incredible,” Scott said. 

General Electric owns the 
Morris facility, which was 
originally designed in the 1960s 
as a nuclear fuel reprocessing 
plant, Technical failures with 
the design’of the plant led GE to 
convert the plant to a long-term 
storage facility, he said. 

“Nuclear waste now is 
coming from as far away as the 
Connecticut Yankee Plant, 
Point Beach, Wis., and San 
Onofre, Calif.,""" Attorney 
General Scott added. 

“What was originally in- 
tended to be a reprocessing site 
has become a permanent 
disposal site, 

“Illinois already has the 


largest commercial nuclear 
storage facility in the nation 
and one of the largest in the 
world. If we do not act now, no 
other sites may be developed 
and we may find that Illinois 
has become the nation’s only 
dumping ground for nuclear 
waste.” 

Scott also charged that the 
state may fi itself saddled 
with responsibility and costs for 
perpetual care of the site in the 
future. 

“The costs of guarding this 
facility are going to be 
astronomical. Some of the 
waste there will remain 
dangerous for tens of thousands 
of years, and they will have to 
be isolated from people and the 
environment for that whole 
time.” . 

In 1967, the Minois Depart- 
ment of Public Health signed a 
contract with General Electric 
under which Illinois would 
ultimately assume ownership 
and responsibility for - the 
Morris reprocessing plant 
Scott said the contract was void 
because General Electric 
“never honored its side of the 
bargain. 

“The problem of who will 
care for this site in the future 
remains, though 

“Someone will have to accept 
responsibility, and if we do not 
address the problem now, we 
may-find the state stuck, with 
liability by default. It would be 
unfair to require the taxpayers 
of Illinois to pick up the tab for 
what has become a_ national 
dumping ground, and I am not 
about to let that happen.”’

President of Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville, he 
addressed a group of | in- 
dustrialists attending a con- 
ference on economic 
development at the university. 

He also participated in a six- 
member panel on the: future 
directions that community 
leaders must take to retain and 
attract industry to South- 
western Illinois, 

In analyzing three basic 
elements of the economic base 
of any area — land, capital and 
labor — Dr. Shaw said land is 
thought of as a resource 
essentially limited by its 
nature. There are many ways to 
define the limits of what the 
land of the region can produce, 
he commented. 

“Even though we must 
recognize that our region 
depends on the strength of the 
state of Illinois in which we live,

and to the neighboring state of 
‘Missouri ii many crucial ways, 
these are limits that are most. 
easily subject to un- 
derstandable analysis. 

“Potential land development 
is intimately related to capital 
and its availability. 

“There are good reasons for 
taking imaginative and creative 
approaches to capital in- 
vestment here in this region. 
Even when we do think big, 
however, there are times when 
the. most dynamic imagination 
must come to grips with 
reality,” he said. There are 
limits to what can be done with 
available capital, he added. 

Dr. Shaw told the in- 
dustrialists that ‘‘we are under 
unrelenting imperatives to get 
our priorities in order and to 
make the most prudent and 
productive uses of the capital 
that ig placed under our 
stewardship. 

“While circumstances will 
not permit us to be spend-thrift 
with the fiscal resources that 
become available to us, we can 
afford to be generous ‘and ex- 
pensive about a third economic 
resource — labor,” Shaw said. 

The university president 
pointed out, in speaking of 
labor, that he was not only 
referring to the existing. pool of 
skilled and unskilled workers, 
but all of the people in the 
region banded together in a 
common effort toward growth. 

“It is the people who will 
furnish the imagipative vitality 
that can produce a more 
positive commitment of capital 
and a more. prosperous, at- 
tractive and humane use of land 
in this region. 

“By determined use of an 
immediately available 
resdurce, concentrated human 
energy, a fresh climate of en- 
terprise can be created. 

“The proper direction of such

forceful ideas also demands 
intelligent understanding and 
wise foresight. 

“It is in this sector that the 
university has a crucial role. In 
doing the things we do best — 
teaching and research — we 
constantly improve our 
developmental thinking about 
land and ‘eapital while honing 
and si ing the. insights of 
our future pool of labor,” he 
said. 

Pres. Shaw said that, onan 
individual level, members of 
the SIUE faculty move into the 
community, acting as con- 
sultants, teaching special 
classes, designing and directing 
special programs, and simply 
being good citizens. 

‘The range of services offered 
by the univérsity has grown 
from a continuing and dynamic 
concern for meeting the special 
needs and problems of the area, 
he continued. 

An area where SIUE can do 
more, Dr. Shaw said, is in the 
development of in-service 
training programs. 

“If it's inconvenient for you to 
come to us, we'll make every 
effort to come to you,” Shaw 
told the industrialists. 

“No longer can Southern 
Illinois University at Edward- 
sville be thought of as a kind of 
benign concentration camp 
where young people can pass 
from adolescence to maturity to 
move into the labor force with 
proper credentials. The 
university should be/a home for 
adults of all ages. 

“The woman who aspires to 
higher things besides the kit- 
chen sink or office typewriter 
can grow professionally and 
personally by coming to us. 

“Someone mired in middle 
management in the mid-life 
crisis we hear so much about 
can explore new alternatives or 
upgrade his abilities by taking 
advantage of programs already 
in place. 

“Adult education is one of the 
major initiatives this institution 
of higher learning is actively 
pursuing for the future. Adult 
education is the course of the 
future for higher education and 
it is going to involve 
ramifications hitherto un- 
dreamed of. 

“In the future, the university 
will provide the broadest range 
of educational, cultural and 
social programs possible for the 
mature citizens of the area it 
serves. 


“The university is also 
strongly reaffirming its com- 
mitment to community service 


“This aspect of our mission 
has been one of the most 
dramatic. parts of the 
development of the history of 
the university. We have grown 
quickly. 


“In the near future,

Granite City has taken 
membership in. the newly- 


- formed Steel Communities 


Coalition, headquartered in 
Niles, Ohio, following a meeting 
earlier this month.attended by 
Mayor © Payl Schuler at 
Washington, D. C. 

The meeting, attended by 
mayors and officials of eastern 
and midwestern steel com- 
munities, was called to discuss 
problems of the steel industry 
and their effects on areas whose 
economy depends upon those 
industries. 

Schuler said four goals were 
pursued at the Washington 
session: 1. To identify problems 
common to eastern and mid- 
western steel cities; 2. To agree 
on the broad outlines of ari 
approach to those problems; 3. 
To organize and pursue that 
common approach, and 4. to 
formulate a limited number of 
short-term goals. 

In a report of the meeting 
distributed last week to 
members of the Granite City 
Council,’ Schuler said the 
participants reached a general 
consensus that “The decline of 
the American steel industry 
presents‘a common threat to the 
economic base of steel cities 
and counties in the northeast 
and midwest, and to the jobs of 
their people.”” 

Contributing to this common 
threat, the report said, are 
factors that include ‘The 
inequitable impact upon cities 
with older steel facilities of 


federal regulations relating to 
the steel industry; the loss of 
jobs of workers in cities with 
older steel facilities to workers 
‘in other nations as a result of 
inereased imports; the con- 
centration of older 
technologically inefficient steel 
mills in the northeast and 
midwest. 

Other problems contributing 
to the common threat include 
the loss of jobs in the steel cities 
as a result of unrealistic pricing 
which. undercuts the economic. 
stability of the industry and 
“forces the closing: of so-called 
marginal steel facilities, the 
report said. 

It added that ‘‘The increasing 
technological obsolescence of 
steel mills in the northeast and 
midwest as a result of the 
severely. limited capital 
available to modernize and-or 
rebuild such facilities,” also 
contributes to today’s problems 
to a great extent.. 

Another serious threat 
results, the report added, from 
“The clear and present danger 
of the financial ruin of in- 
dividuals and the bankruptcy of 
communities as a result of the 
bankruptcy and closing of 
additional steel companies.’” 

In its organizational 
proceedings, the group 
provided that ‘From this day 
forth, the  steel-related 
problems of any member of the 
coalition shall be considered to 
be the problem of all members 
of the coalition.”

‘Revenue ripoffs' 
alleged by Bakalis 


Illinois Comptroller Michael 
J. Bakalis on Saturday called on 
state government to ‘do its job 
of ‘enforcing its own laws to 
bring into the state between $450 
million and $755 million in 
‘revenue ripoffs’ that are 
depriving Illinois of needed 
funds, and are increasing the 
already unbearable tax burden 
on the average citizen.” 

Speaking * before the ‘state 
convention of the Illinois 
Municipal League, Bakalis 
charged that escalating state 
and local taxes are in danger of 
creating a tax revolt led by 
“honest, hard-working and law- 
abiding taxpayers against those 
deliberately cheating ‘the state, 
and against those in govern- 
ment who neither understands 
nor respond to the seriousness 
of the situation.” 

Bakalis told the municipal 
officials that taxation and 
spending by the state increased 
nearly 2% times as fast -as 
Illinois personal income bet- 
ween 1969 and 1975. 

He said taxes at all levels now 
require that the average 
American taxpayers work 
almost three hours out of every 
eight just to pay his taxes. 
“That,” Bakalis said, ‘has the 
ingredients of a social time 
bomb." 

The Illinois comptroller 
‘called on local officials to take 
the initiative in the area of 
government productivity and 
urged them to set as an at- 
tainable goal a reduction of

He noted that he has 
reduced his own budget by three 
per cent in the current fiscal 
year. 

Bakalis warned the audience 
that those who seek to-blame all 
property tax problems on local 
government waste and _ inef- 
ficiency should “look to their 
own houses first, offer help 
rather than criticism, and lead 
by example rather than by 
rhetoric.” 

“Leadership should come 


‘from the top,” Bakalis said, 


“and it’s just not Coming.” He 
said property tax relief is a real 
and serious concern of the 
citizens, ‘not a racquetball to 
be bounced back and forth while 
people struggle to meet their 
mortgage payments and pay for 
their children's education.” 

He called for property tax 
relief in Illinois “tas soon as it is 
fiscally responsible to do so. 
This doesn’t mean appointing 
yet another task force, but 
rather taking action which will 
permit the state to replace the 
revenue which is lost by 
property tax reductions.”

Increased student 
loans goal of law 


Legislation designed to in- 
crease the dollars available for 
student loans from Illinois 
lending institutions was signed 
last week by Gov. James 
Thompson. 

HB 1789 creates the Illinois 
Designated Account Purchase 
Program (IDAPP) which, 
Thompson said, is intended to 
provide a “creative new part- 
nership’ between state 
government and. commerical 
lenders. 

IDAPP will take over 
problem student loans, giving 
banks an incentive to increase 
the number of such loans in the 
future. 

Gov. Thompson on Friday 
used his amendatory veto on a 
bill which would have 
decriminalized the sale or 
distribution of obscene 
materials to consenting adults. 

The amendatory veto of HB 
1915 adds language to the 
measure to preserve rights of 
local governments to regulate 
by zoning places where obscene 
materials are- sold or 
distributed. Gov. Thompson 
said his veto was designed to 
return the bill to the General 
Assembly ‘‘for a second look.” 

A bill to provide a potentially 
lifesaving tax break for the last 
“small independent brewery in 
Illinois was approved by 
Thompson. “This bill could 
mean the difference between 
survival and the loss of one 
Illinois business,”’ the governor 
said. The buisness is the Peter 
Hand Brewing Co., Chicago, 
with an annual payroll of more 
than $1.5 million for its 106 
employes. The bill provides for 
a reduction in the firm's. liquor- 
tax. 
The victim of a crime can 
receive coyrt-ordered monetary 
compensation for property loss 
or damage under SB 968, signed 
by Gov. ‘Thompson last week. 
He also signed HB 1112 to 
Foose injunctive court relief 
for battered spouses. 

A bill requiring utility 
companies to give 24 to48 hours’ 


notice before shutting off ser- 
vice to customers was signed 
last week by the governor. HB 
621, sponsored by Rep. Everett 
G. Steele, requires utilities to 
notify a specified local 
government official and, if 
requested, the owner or mor- 


tgagee of a property where- 


utility service is being ter- 
minated. 

Calling it ‘‘an important 
initial step toward the lowering 
of health care costs,” Thomp- 
son last week signed HB 1650, 
the Generic Drug Bill 

It authorizes pharmacists to 
substitute, with the approval of 
the person for whom a 
prescription has been written, a 
generic name drug of a lower 
cost for a brand name drug. 

Persons who apply for a 
license to be foster parents will 
now have to submit to a 
background investigation from 
the Illinois Department of Law 
Enforcement under legislation 
signed last week by Thompson. 

“In the past, some children 
placed in foster homes have 
been physically abused,” he 
said. ‘Later, it was discovered 
that some of these foster 
parents had crifninal reeords.”:

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Electron microscopy 
certification process 


A certification for an electron 
microscopy Specialty has been 
approved) by the Electron 
Microscopy Society of America, 
according to Prof. Gertraude 
Wittig of the department: of 
biological sciences at Southern 

* Dlinois University at Edward- 
sville. 

Prof. Wittig is a member of 
the EMS Education Committee, 
which presented the specialist 
proposal during the Society’s 
1977 meeting in Boston. She said 
graduates of the biology 
program at SIUE have the skills 
to pass a specialist certification 
exam, 

‘The Society approved plans to 
finalize the — certification 
requirements so that the first 
examinations for specialist can 
be held next summer. A cer- 
tification board is in the process 
of being set up, but the 
education committee will 
continue to monitor, review and 
update the certification 
process. 

Prof. Wittig explained that 
certification is neededgbecause 
electron microscopy requires 
technically trained and ex- 
perienced personnel for which 

il service system job 
guidelines exist (except in 
Illinois). She said that ap 
Ppreciation for the specialist's 
technical skill will be shown 
through higher pay. 

“As a rule, applicants for the 
examination would be expected 
to have two years of college or 
the equivalent, including 
courses in mathematics, 
physics, chemistry and 
biology,” Prof. Wittig said. 
“They would also have one year 
of coursework in electron 
microscopy lab to be admitted 
to the exams. 

“In addition, they must have 
two letters of reference from 
accredited persons in electron 


Steelmakers 


Edgar B. Speer, chairman of 
the United States Steel Cor- 
poration and the Asherican Iron 
and Steel Institute (AISA), 
believes that the nation’s 
energy program will fail unless 
‘tall stops” are pulled to develop 
new energy supplies. 

Testifying in behalf of AISI, 
Speer has told the Senate 
Finance Committee at hearings 
on tax provisions of the National 
Energy Act that conservation is 

_an important element of any 
energy program. But he added 
that ‘‘unless it is well balanced 
with a plan to substantially 
increase the supply of all 
energy — whether it be natural 
gas, oil, coal, nuclear or solar 
power — it is our opinion the 
overall program will be a 
failure.”” 

The steel industry spokesman 
noted that all successful 
programs launched by this 


microscopy,'a person who is a 
member of the Society or is 
renowned for his or her work in 
electron microscopy,” she said. 
“The exam consists of two 
portions, a practical exam at 
which three different tissues 
must be prepared for tran- 
smission electron microscopy 
and other related work. 

“The written ‘portion will 
consist of a comprehensive 
three-hour exam covering the 
basic theory and operation of 
transmission and scanning 
electron microscopy and all 
other instruments used in an 
electron microscopy lab,” she 
added. “‘Basic principles of re- 
agent and specimen 
preparation also will be 
covered." 

The examination costs $50 
and it will probably be ad 
ministered through facilities 
used by the American Society 
for Clinical Pathologists, which 
certifies clinical pathology 
technicians. 


“A ‘specialty in electron 
microscopy ‘is important 
because it will give these people 
something beyond the technical 
status delegated up to now,” 
Prof. Wittig said. ‘The 
sophisticated knowledge 
necessary to do technical work 
in this area should be 
recognized. 

“Other certifications are 
granted in medical-biological 
areas and this will be the first 
certification granted in a. solely 
biological area. 

“J feel that students who have 
been prepared at SIUE in 
recent years will be fully if not 
over-qualified to pass the 
examination.” The University 
of Illinois is the only other in- 
stitution in the metropolitan 
area or state that provides such 
training.

Speer said the National 
Energy Act passed by Congress 
early in August doesn’t address 
itself to the problem that the 
energy resource industry, like 
steel, is highly capital intensive. 

“Rather, it provides for both 
producer as well as user tax 
provisions that are punitive in 
nature for the user and at the 
same time drain off investment 
capital for ‘the supplier of 
energy.” 

Taxing much-needed capital 
to solve the energy problem is 
“counter-productive to meeting 
our energy goals and could be 
catastrophic to our overall 


economy,” told the 
committee.

the technology to reduce fuel 
usage of a “greenfield,"’ or new 
integrated, piant by 30 t6 35 per 
cent.

Hospitalization 


state costs up 


Illinois Comptroller “Michael 
J. Bakalis today released 


“figures which show that last 


year’s state spending for 
hospitalization under the 
medicaid program increased by 
almost 25 per cent. 

In his monthly fiscal report 
for August, Bakalis noted that 
state spending for hospital in- 
patient services during fiscal 
1976-77 rose to $334 million — an 
increase of 24.7 per cent over 
the previus year. 

“This increase was partly the 
result of lifting a hospital cost 
freeze last spring,” Bakalis 
said. ‘The continuing 
escalation of costs accounts for 
virtually all the increases in 
public aid spending. In fact, 
income assistance for the poor 
actually declined from the 1976 
level.” 

The August fiscal’report notes 
that total medicaid spending 
was $964 million in fiscal 1977, 
up $134 million (16.2 per cent). 
Most of that increase was in 
hospitalization costs. The cost 
of hospital out-patient services 
rose by 15.3 per cent over 1975- 
76. 

“No other area of state 


spending comes anywhere close, 


to rivaling this program's 
ability to absorb new state 
revenues,”. concluded Bakalis. 

The report notes that com- 
pared to last August, aid to 
families with dependent 
children, 27,902 fewer people 
received (AFDC) benefits this 
year due to an improved 
economy_and increasing effort 
by the Department. of Public 
Aid to keep ineligibles off the 
rolls. As a result, spending for 
income maintenance programs 
in the first two months of this 
fiscal year was $1.2 million less 
than a year ago.

Maryville speed limit 
sought to-cut traffic 
during construction 


, An Ordinance that would 
establish a 20-mile-per-hour 
speed limit on Maryville Road 
-~ now under construction 
between Pontoon Road and 
Highway 162 — is expected to be 
placed on final passage during 
the regular meeting of the 
Granite City Council Tuesday 


by 
Alderman Ronald Coleman of 
the Seventh Ward as a means of 
controlling traffic on the un- 
completed roadway, was placed 
on final passage last week but 
failed to receive sufficient 
votes. The bill then was placed 
on first reading on a motion’ by 
Coleman, 

Coleman told Council 
members that motorists “‘are 
openly ignoring the fact that the 
road is under construction,” 
and consequently are creating a 
traffic hazard as well as 
hamperifg construction work 
and causing dust problems for 
residents who live along the 
highway. 

Some aldermen contended, 
however, that establishment of 
a speed zone, with signs pasted 
along the roadway, would cause 
motorists to believe that the 
roadway was available for use. 
Police have said they have little 
control over use of Maryville

Road by motorists because 
many persons need to use the 
road, or crass it, to gain access 
to their homes. 

Mayor Paul Schuler 
remarked that drivers ‘are 
using the uncompleted sections 
of Maryville Road like it is a 
super highw: 

City Monroe 
Brewer said that “Actually 
Maryville Road is supposed to 
be closed and is not to be opened 
until it is completed.” 

Alderman Sam Whitmer said 
that he believes the enactment 
of a spedd limit ordinance and 
the posting of signs would make 
the city liable in any accident 
that might occur. 

On a motion to suspend the 
rules to place the ordinance on 
final passage, the aldermen 
voted 9 to 4 in favor. The motion 
lost because 10 votes are needed 
to suspend the rules. Council 
members then voted 9 to 4 in 
favor of Coleman’s motion to 
place it on first reading.

School insulation 
legislation signed 


Two education bills, signed by 
Governor. James R. Thompson, 
are expected to be of special 
benefit to school districts, State 
Superintendent Joseph Cronin 
said Friday. 

The first, HB 691, permits a 
school district to use existing 
taxes, set aside for fire 
prevention and safety, for 
energy conservation purposes if 
they are not needed for the 
completion of already-approved 
projects for safety. 

“The bill encourages school 
boards to spend funds on energy 
conservation measures, to 
repair boilers and add in- 
sulation to save on fuel bills,” 
Dr. Cronin explained. 

The’ second, HB 695, allows 
districts to use the services of a 
realtor to sell school buildings 
no longer needed. ‘‘Some school 
boards are closing their second 
and third building and need help 
in finding prospective pur- 
chasers, especially —_ in 
residential areas,” the 
superintendent commented. 

In discussion the two bills, 
Cronin praised the sponsors, 
State Rep. Samuel McGrew (D-

Balloon 'race’ ends in 
Pontoon, Mitchell fields

Excitement started in St. 
Louis’ Forest Park during 
Saturday's “Great Forest Park 
Balloon Race” spilled over into 
the Quad-City area Saturday 
evening as the giant hot-air 
balloons drifted lazily over this 
area, many landing just nor- 
theast of Pontoon Beach. 

‘Twenty-nine balloons entered 
the race and 28 lifted off from 
Forest Park, leaving the Rock 
City Gardens balloon entangled 
in a tree in the park. 

The Rock City, Mo., entry fell 
victim to tricky winds on 
takeoff which pushed it 
sideways and into a large tree 
seconds after its liftoff. There 
were no injuries, but the balloon 
itself was destroyed. 

Winds from the southwest 
pushed the giant balloons 
across the Mississippi River 
into the Quad-City area. While 
the event was termed a race, it 
actually was a “‘hare and foxes” 
test of accuracy. 

The Buseh Gardens balloon, 
host of the event, was 
designated the kare balloon and 
was the first to launch about 
4:15 p.m. and the pilot, Tom 
Rutherford of Albuquerque, N.

M., bad instructions to fly about 
45 minutes and then land in a 
large field. 

About 10 rainutes later, the 
other balloons began launching 
to attempt to find and land near 
the hare balloon, the one lan- 
ding nearest being declared the 
winner. 

Guided only by the winds, 
which changed directions 
slightly at differing altitudes, 
the hot-air balleon pilots had to 
first find the hare balloon and 
then attempt to land near it. 
;The Busch. Gardens entry 
selected a field near Interstate 
270 and Route 111 as its landing 
spot and shortly thereafter, 
balloons began landing 
throughout the Mitchell and 
Pontoon Beach areas. 

The winner was the chicken- 
shaped entry of Col. Sanders 
Kentucky Fried Chicken which 
landed about 150 feet away from 
the hare balloon. 

Illinois State Police reported 
severe traffic problems from 
spectators on Interstate 270 and 
other routes who parked their 
autos on the shoulders of the 
roadways to watch the balloons 
land. 

The Madison County Sheriff's 
Department also received 


complaints from several far- 
mers of damage to farm fields 
from the vans and pickup trucks 
driven across the fields to 
retrieve the balloons. 

Landings were reported along 
Chain of Rocks Road, near Old 
Alton Road, near Hedge Road in 
East Alton, north of 1-270 and 
east of Route 111 and on the 
campus of Southern [Illinois 
University at Edwardsville. 

No injuries were reported as 
the pilots maneuvered over 
radio towers, power lines and 
other obstacles before landing. 

While most balloonists were 
able to cope with the tricky 
winds, James Buddy Thomp- 
son, pilot of the hot-air blimp 
named the Yellowstone Airship, 
decided not to launch his giant 
vehicle, much to the disap- 
pointment of the crowd 
gathered in Forest Park 

The craft is 100-feet long and 
60 feeet tall, nearly as large as a 
Goodyear blimp, but is lifted 
entirely by hot-air. 

A special permit for the flight 
here had to be obtained from the 
Federal Aviation 
Administration which issued an 
“experimental” permit, since 
the ship's 40-horsepower engine 
puts it in a different class from 
the hot-air balloons.
